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Editorial 


Our Profession and a National 
Pest Control Week 


T this writing there is being held one of the largest 
medical gatherings of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, in the Municipal Auditorium of Kansas City, Mo.

INSURANCE 


LSEWHERE in this issue appears an article on Insurance 

which we believe worthy of careful study. This is a big step 

in the right direction with its 40% reduction in rate for the 
higher brackets of insurance coverage below the former minimum 
policy rate of 50c per $100.00 of receipts. 


We congratulate the National Association of Exterminators 
and Fumigators on the progress thus far made. It is no easy task 
that it has set for itself in trying to have firms realize that no 
one is attempting anything that is selfish in asking for pertinent 
data. We know something of the hesitancy that firms have had 
in submitting information; we know something of the remarks 
that occasionally individuals have made as questionnaires were 
presented; we know something of that old undercurrent mountain 
“Suspicion” that is raised. In spite of these handicaps, the Na- 
tional Association has worked steadily, and taken abuse, but has 
kept its promise to hold any information submitted as confi- 
dential.

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Old Boy “Volume” Tries to Talk 


6¢47 OLUME BUSINESS” is not a new one. For the 

past ten years, especially, he has tried to make 
himself appear the king by which can be pronounced 
price slashes. It is in reality the old hope eternal that 
springs from the breast of man to the end that domina- 
tion will be supreme. We have seen ambitious individuals 
set out to take a town, yes, a city, but finally there is a 
day of accounting. 


“Volume Business” starts with a few key accounts 
mainly obtained through a personal contact. There is 
nothing unnatural about friends helping each other along 
and when it does happen, the properties formerly ser- 
viced by other companies are lost. The trick, of course, 
is to do the work slightly cheaper so that an excuse can 
be bolstered. Having accomplished this feat, the next 
step seems to be that of figuring how other established 
accounts of other exterminators might be solicited (hate 
to call it stealing). Unserviced properties are not given 
much attention because trickery has already entered the 
mind and it would appear much easier to work on prop- 
erties that are accustomed to exterminating services. 


, 


“Volume Business” now assumes a “holier than 
thou” attitude, by trying to be the good fellow. He must 
entertain so as to make an impression. He must attend 
certain functions so that he can say “hello” to John Big 
Shot. He must put up something by way of publicity 
and advertising that will attract in some unusual man- 
ner. He must try to be prominent. He must not talk 
business at these affairs. 


“Volume Business” up to this point has even suc- 
ceeded by subtle follow-up to obtain a few more accounts. 
He is in the meantime beginning to be found out because 
he is stepping on a few too many toes. But the old boy 
is haughty and he does not realize others are beginning 
to watch him, or he takes the boastful attitude that he 
is so strongly entrenched that no one can get him. 


“Volume Business” now prepares for what he thinks 
will be the “kill.” He feels he is the threat of town and 
there is only one way in which to show it, and that is to 
offer to do work at anywhere from 10% to 25% less than 
any other firm because of the big business and cut in 
overhead, etc. To complete the cycle the “king” also 
offers to buy in all firms, going so far as to hint that it 
would be suicide for any to resist this sort of offer. 


There is only pity for the firm that follows such 
formulae and the entire experiment is precisely what has 
done more to harm the industry than any other single 
factor. The inevitable consequence of this sort of pro- 
gram has contributed in no small way to bringing about 
such things as: 


(a) Gradual reduction in prices because competitors, in 
an effort to hold work; have reduced prices. This in turn 
has meant lowering of service quality, poorer payrolls, and 
gradually inferior grade of employees. 


(b) Less confidence on the part of the public. 


(c) Government officials hesitate to offer work (Wit- 
ness the bidding on government institutions. In one instance 
we are informed the work is no longer given to the com- 
mercial exterminator). 


(d) Distrust among competitors. 


(e) Impossibility. of co-operation because of dishonest 
standards, 


The unfortunate thing is that often so-called reliable 
firms indulge in this practice in one form or another, but 
basically the same diabolical scheme is at the bottom of it 
all. If the shoe fits the foot of some reader, it is just too 
bad. Our industry is sorely in need of some serious re- 
flection and self analysis. Often it has been said that 
twenty-five years ago, the exterminating business may 
have been thought of as “rat catchers,” but there was 
more honor then than now and an individual could make 
a dollar or two and still have time for himself. The last 
ten years have seen all sorts of trickery, and sad to re- 
late, there is still much persistent trickery. It is high 
time that such cease. It is time that many act as if they 
were over twenty-one years of age. 


No one sees a Utopia, but at least all firms, whether 
they be one-man, small or large, should consider that 
ethics are important. The National Association of Ex- 
terminators and Fumigators is attempting to bring about 
a better understanding. We must realize that even in the 
Association there are a few firms that have still much 
to do to improve methods and practice ethics, but we 
wish to stress greater emphasis on the thought that for 
the most part those firms affiliated with the National 
Association are realizing the importance and the genuine 
need of better all round ethics and honesty in all that 
goes into rendering satisfactory services for which a just 
charge shall be made. 





Biological Survey 


FEW firms of the industry have spoken with officials con- 

nected with the Biological Survey, a sub-division of the United 

States Department of Agriculture. Primarily there seems to 
be great interest with regard to rodent control. The Biological 
Survey is continually conducting research work which should be 
of direct benefit to our industry. 


It was gathered from some of these conversations that the 
Biological Survey does not intend to interfere with private busi- 
ness, but rather is looking for constructive ways in which co- 
operation can be given. One of. the finest ways to give co-opera- 
tion is to further a strictly educational program, but in order to 
do this, it is necessary that there also be close co-operation on the 
part of the industry to conduct business along intelligent lines. 


It is quite possible that groups of exterminators might well 
try to arrange conferences from time to time with the officials of 
the Biological Survey, which has stations spread throughout the 
country. Here is an opportunity that is being overlooked, and 
mainly because no one seems to take sufficient interest or have 
the initiative to discuss with their competitors this chance to have 
an evening of educational data and other pertinent facts discussed.

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INSURANCE 


By WILLIAM O. BUETTNER, Secretary National Association of Exterminators and Fumigators 


NHE subject of insurance is one that 

probably is greatly discussed, and it is 

astonishing to note how few seem to 
know much that enters into such matters 
as establishing rates, type of policies, the 
need of conducting a business so as to have 
the respect of insurance companies, etc. 
There is no use in reviewing all that 
brought about an announcement of rates 
that seemed out of proportion. The subse- 
quent activities of firms of the industry to 
work co-operatively in an effort to have 
the rates made more equitable is worthy of 
mention because even in the efforts of the 
National Association of Exterminators and 
Fumigators to bring about lower rates, 
there was encountered a lack of co-opera- 
tion at times—yes, even misstatements of 
fact. 

There is nothing mysterious about work- 
ing for lower rates, nor is it necessary to 
spend any money for professional men to 
gather facts, if once and for all the in- 
dustry realizes that there is such a thing 
as being honest with itself and co-operate 
with an association which has pledged itself 
to work in the best interests of the in- 
dustry. The injection of suspicion of mo- 
tive, and the like, has probably done more 
harm than any other factor in hindering 
the bringing about of lower rates that have 
recently been announced. The National As- 
sociation of Exterminators and Fumigators 
had nothing to do with the higher rates 
when they were announced, nor can it be 
said that any group willfully brought about 
such rates. The basic trouble was, and still 
is, that the old classification of our in- 
dustry did not permit of an _ accurate 
record of experience. Such experience table 
could only be as firms announced through 
the National Association or the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Under- 
writers as to where insurance was being 
carried and submitting what records the 
firms of the industry have had with their 
insurance. It is the writer’s opinion that if 
all firms carrying insurance had submitted 
the necessary data, the recently announced 
reductions, to become effective June 1, 1936, 
on exterminating operations, would have 
been even lower. 


It might be well to emphasize a few 
things in connection with insurance, be- 
cause it would appear that constant repeti- 
tion alone gradually sinks in: 


1. The National Association of Extermi- 
nators and Fumigators is not in the insur- 
ance business and therefore is not inter- 
ested in any particular insurance company. 
It is interested in encouraging all insur- 
ance companies to be fair with our in- 
dustry and accept our type of insurance on 
the basis of what we consider a good ex- 
perience record, as far as it is humanly 
possible to ascertain at this particular time. 


2. The National Association of Extermi- 
nators and Fumigators has never promised 
to obtain a policy for any firm of the in- 
dustry on the very simple grounds that an 
insurance company will not be subjected to 
dictation nor will an insurance company 
wa_ve its inherent right to do what it 
chooses with the application of any firm 
seeking insurance. The Association can 
merely suggest where firms might apply 
for insurance, and state the factors that go 
into consideration for the issuance of a 
policy. 


3. The National Association of Extermi- 
nators and Fumigators continues to pledge 
its impartial support in all laudable efforts 
to have rates reduced even further, which 
can only be accomplished through the con- 
fidence that firms of the industry will give 
the National Association. The factors that 
go into laudable efforts to request reduc- 
tions might be summed up by saying that 
all firms should be scrupulous about their 
conduct of business so as to have no acci- 
dents and keep such records as will show 
a businesslike understanding. In other 
words, the entire matter becomes one for 
consideration by all firms of the industry, 
regardless of Association affiliations, ex- 
cept insofar as it seems necessary that 
there be some sort of clearing house 
through which the data can be assembled 
so as to make for a unified program in the 
matter of seeking reductions. 


Every effort has been made to notify the 
industry of the latest reductions announced 
as becoming effective June 1, 1936. If there 
are firms which have not received what is 
termed “Service Letter No. 47” from the 
National Association of Exterminators and 
Fumigators, it merely means that the name 
of the firm is not on file in the office of 
the secretary. To all such we urge that the 
secretary be written at 3019 Ft. Hamilton 
Parkway, Brooklyn, N. Y., and a copy of 
this “Service Letter” will be sent. It should 
also be stated in passing that merely be- 
cause rates have been reduced, it does not 
mean that such rates become effective on 
existing policies. It is our understanding 
that policies are not automatically cancelled 
on a pro rata basis and a new policy issued. 
It may or it may not be advantageous to 
cancel your present policy on what is com- 
monly known as the “short rate basis” and 
have a new policy issued. Such matters 
should be discussed with your broker who 
can supply the figures that will determine 
what should or should not be done. The 
minimum premium remains the same, but 
if firms do a great deal more than $10,- 
000.00 gross exterminating business and 
their policies have considerable time to run 
before expiration, it would appear advis- 
able to consult your brokers immediately. 


It must be admitted frankly that many 
firms still feel that the rates are too high, 
but “feeling” that way or offering destruc- 
tive criticism will not change the situation. 
Let the approach be constructive, and pos- 
sibly additional savings will be effected. 
Among the constructive things that can be 
done are the following: 


1. If you carry insurance and have not 
submitted a report of your experience, by 
all means submit such report showing such 
things as the premium costs for each of 
the last five years, what your premium 
will be under the new rates, an honest 
statement of fact as to whether you have 
been obliged to report any accidents wheth- 
er or not one cent had to be paid by the 
insurance company, etc. 


2. All those carrying insurance should 
jealously conduct their service operations in 
a manner so that no accidents will occur. 
We have known of firms that followed the 
lines of least resistance in this matter, and 
caused more harm than good. 


3. Conduct business 
keep proper records.

Insects Are Hitchhiking 
N° that spring is here again, every 


motorist expects to see that familiar 


thumb gesturing to him from the side 
of the road, attached to some dusty traveler. 
Despite the attitude of the authorities in 
certain cities, and the rigid laws in some 
countries, such as Canada, the hitchhiker 
will still hail motorists by the side of the 
highways this summer. He is the by-prod- 
uct of this modern age of transportation. 
Still that motorist little suspects that he 
may be giving a free ride to another class 
of little travelers—that perhaps, hidden in 
his suitcase, beneath the lining of his coat, 
snug and warm in his little used vest 
pocket, or simply hidden away in the up- 
holstered seat, he is unwittingly trans- 
porting another form of life. 


Yes, insects hitchhike, they ride with 
tourists, they hop freights, they secret 
themselves in packing cases and are car- 
ried from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
back and forth also on big trucks from 
coast to coast. Even airplanes are not im- 
mune, they have carried yellow fever mos- 
quitoes all the way from South America 


to the United States. A common cockroach 
may be in the Rocky Mountain region one 
night and far, far on its way to the Pa- 
cific Coast the following night. A rat may 
be in an eastern city today, and tomorrow, 
if chance has picked on him, he may be in 
a far western city. 

The development of rapid transportation 
has spread insects just as it has disease. 
A household free from pests for years may 
suddenly become infested through a visit 
from a traveling friend. A business es- 
tablishment may receive a shipment of 
roaches and even rats along with most any 
kind of merchandise. 


Now add to their rapid distribution, the 
even more rapid multiplication of insects 
and the results are appalling. Insect 
growth is like the spread of chain letters, 
by progressive arithmetic. Seasonal mi- 
grations of certain types of insects in tropi- 
cal countries reach an appalling magnitude 
for which actual figures have never been 
available. Yet insects are man’s oldest 
enemy, and are indeed much better equipped 
in every way for life than man. There 
are some scientists who predict that they 
will eventually inherit the earth, and that 
certain species may develop into the size 
of elephants if in some way man can not 
curb their growth. The fact is certain, how- 
ever, that if they are unchecked they will 
destroy crops and produce to such an ex- 
tent that commerce will be severely crippled 
and eventually stopped altogether as the 
insects grow bolder and increase in num- 
bers. 


Then there followed brief description 
of the insects that most commonly disturb 
the home-owner, with the further sugges- 
tion of methods used by exterminators 
through the use of insecticides and fumiga- 
tions to rid premises of the pests. Em- 
phasis was placed on the need of employ- 
ing the commercial exterminators in the 
same manner as you would call any other 
tradesman or professional man to take care 
of plumbing, painting, illness, and general 
repairs. All the instructions possible might 
be given as it concerns insecticides or 
fumigants on packages or other containers 
being sold at the stores, but the technique 
of doing work is the essential factor and 
this technique belongs to the commercial 
exterminators and fumigators of ethical 
qualifications.

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Liquor Drinking Termites

while carrying on any research work 
in connection with the subject of what ter- 
mites like in the way of beverages, but 
was only by chance that it was discovered 
that the little creatures do like their liquor 
—and they seem to prefer champagne.

The place was a well stocked private cel- 
lar of pre-prohibition wines, whiskey, 
brandy and champagne. A heavy attack had 
been made by the common western subter- 
ranean type of termites. They had entered 
the cellar, which had not been entered by 
humans for 17 years, through a break in 


the concrete floor. George A. Rader and 
H. J. Davies, termite control specialists, 
had been called in to take the necessary 
steps to stop the ravages of these pests. 
They discovered that the termites had eaten 
the labels off of several hundred bottles, 
they had the shelves and a number of 
wooden boxes well riddled with their gal- 
leries, and for variety had gone through 
the metal caps and corks of two bottles of 
champagne and one bottle of sweet wine. 
They are strong believers in one-way traf- 
fic as was attested by the finding of two 
holes in the cork of each bottle. 


Since the champagne bottles were par- 
tially inclined to the horizontal, as is the 
case where all good champagnes are prop- 
erly stored, there was a_ considerable 
amount of study devoted to the possibility 
of the leakage—or spillage theory. It was 
thought that the insects may have gone 
through the metal caps and corks to the 
point where they struck liquid, then by 
either rapid or slow leakage the precious 
liauid may have partially emptied itself by 
gravity flow. Serious consideration was also 
devoted to the possibility that the liquids 
may have been of such a volatile nature 


that part of it might have evaporated 
through the small openings created by the 
termites. 


After a very comprehensive study. of 
various angles of the problem, Messrs. 
Rader and Davies unanimously concluded 
the following: 


a. The vapor pressure of the liquors in 
question and the cool cellar tempera- 
ture preclude any possibility of the 
evaporation theory. 


b. The liquids were below the gravity 
flow level to a depth that physical 
means obviously had to be employed 
to reach such a low point. 


c. The bottle seals were found intact, ex- 
cept for the termite traffic lanes. The 
bottles were cemented together by ter- 
mite excrement, etc., showing that they 
had not been handled by humans for 
at least 17 years, and lastly and most 
important, was the fact that the ter- 
mites were caught in the act. As the 
insects emerged from a broken section 
of the tube leading from the bottles, 
they fell about 4 feet to the floor and 
appeared to be extremely intoxicated. 
It was concluded, therefore, that man 
is not alone in his attempts to drown 
his troubles in liquor, or in resorting 
to it because of the pleasures and joys 
it may afford him.

UCH is the title of an article that ap- 

peared in the Washington Merry-Go- 

Round, published in the Philadelphia 
Record recently. This feature column makes 
interesting comments, and yet at times an 
impression is given that is not altogether 
constructive. We quote the article: 


“The White House, Mecca of every house- 
keeping woman in the land, has cock- 
roaches. Despite its $9,000 modern kitchen, 
despite a retinue of servants, a cockroach 
hunt takes place after every President 
leaves office. 


“And whether Republican or Democratic, 
he always leaves cockroaches behind. 


“P. F. Harris is the official cockroach 
cleaner. After Harding moved out, his har- 
vest filled one tall ashcan. 


“*The cockroaches,’ he reminisces, shak- 
ing his head, ‘were something terrible, es- 
pecially in the kitchen and pantry. It took 
100 pounds of exterminator to do the job.’ 


“In 1933, after the Hoovers moved out, 
only 20 pounds were necessary. 


“Harris claims that the Roosevelts dis- 
criminate against American-made _ cock- 
roach powder and are using a brand ‘Made 
in Japan.’ ” 


One hundred pounds is a “big batch” of 
powder to use. And the Chief Executive of 
the Nation prefers the brand “Made in Ja- 
pan.” Perhaps Drew Pearson and Robert 
Allen, the writers of this column, ought to 
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Cockroaches 


be informed that the United States can 
hardly be blamed for the fact that pyre- 
thrum flowers grow abroad. These pyre- 
thrum flowers become the source for the 
finished powder insecticide made in the 
United States. This situation is comparable 
to the fine grade of cotton produced in the 
South, and would it not be a pleasant bit 
of news for the King of England to find 
in the press that the fabric being used in 
the Royal Household was “Made in the 
United States” merely because the raw ma- 
terial was imported from the United States. 


It is difficult to state always what 
prompts the writing of articles that lead 
to misconception. If the basis of this story 
were considered a method of “smart adver- 
tising,”” we may well overlook the incident, 
except to mention in passing that it is said 
that formal approval has not been given on 
the government supply list of the product 
used by Mr. Harris. Put it down as a face- 
tious story. Yet it must be admitted that 
the public begins to wonder, and possibly 
gives many in the industry a laugh, but 
at the same time touches a serious thought, 
to have any firm reported as apparently 
overlooking the genuine research work done 
by several leading manufacturers (grind- 
ers) of pyrethrum. 


Pyrethrum has its place as an insecticide 
for roaches, but what of sodium fluoride? 
Perhaps Mr. Harris might consider himself 
a “Committee of One” to enlarge on this 
subject, confining himself to reasons for 
eighty pounds differential when one knows 


that approximately the same territory must 
be treated thoroughly regardless of whether 
there are the estimated 1,000 roaches or 
5,000,000 roaches. 


The editors of the article should be crit- 
icised if they are not quoting accurately. 
If quoted correctly, Mr. Harris should re- 
alize that his remarks of exaggeration and 
distorted facts are additions to that chain 
of stories which makes the public suspi- 
cious of other exterminators. There is too 
much of the “bull” already in our industry. 
Greater honesty of purpose is needed. 





AAA's Gone, So Are 10 JU. S. 
Bug Hunters

Honolulu, T. H.—Scientists are stranded 
at widely separated points throughout the 
world because the U. S. Supreme Court 
outlawed the AAA, it has been learned.

HE Los Angeles Examiner of May 6, 
on its editorial page, found a new use 
for TERMITES when it published the 
following article that was accompanied with 
a large picture of a termite worker en- 
larged sixty times the actual size: 
Do you know what a TERMITE is? 
Strangely, few of us do. It is almost like 
asking what AIR is. We live on air, die 
without it—but how many of us can explain 
what it is? 





Termites should be as familiar to us as 
air. They are ugly, vicious, ant-like little 
insects that eat wood. They are not par- 
ticular where they find it. They swarm 
about the foundations of homes, devour the 
joists, beams and timbers in wood struc- 
tures of all kinds. 


People who live in states where termites 
have become a plague know them well 
enough. In other communities it would be 
profitable to know them well SOON enough. 


If YOUR home should suddenly topple 
to the ground, its weakened supports in- 
capable of holding it up longer, you would 
wish you had known more about termites, 
and sooner. 





Termites do not advertise. They thrive 
in darkness and keep their purposes hid- 
den. That which they would destroy they 
give the appearance of soundness until they 
are through with it. 


They do not put a sign on a house say- 
ing: “We are going to destroy this struc- 
ture!” 


Instead, they tunnel industriously be- 
neath the house, establish their destroying 
hordes out of sight, in dank, moist earth. 
Then they go to work systematically, in- 
sidiously. They eat innumerable tunnels 
through each timber, following the grain 
of the wood. The inner substance of the 
wood is thus devoured, leaving the surface 
apparently sound. There is no outward ap- 
pearance that the termites are at work. 


But when their work is done the timber 
is a hollow shell, without strength. Only 
when it falls is the completeness of the 
destruction revealed. BUT THEN IT IS 
TOO LATE. 





The habits of the entomological termites, 
destructive as they are, assume the full 
potency of a scourge only when they are 
IMITATED. After all, if your house falls 
you can rebuild it. 


But there are TERMites that have no re- 
lation to entomology. They are political 
TERMites that devour, not wood, but hu- 
man rights. 


There are structures that, once destroyed, 
can never be rebuilt. The structure of hu- 
man liberty, fallen to ashes, may not rise 
again. The structures of national security, 
of the sovereignty of the governed over 
those who govern—these must be preserved 
if they are to be enjoyed. 


We cannot grow new liberties like a 
pollywog grows a new tail. Once yielded, 
freedom is lost. There is a background of 
centuries of bitter, ceaseless struggle be- 
hind the structure of rights we enjoy as 
American citizens. If that sturcture falls, 
the plodding clock of time would tick la- 
boriously over many generations before it 
could rise again, if ever. 


There are political TERMites at work in 
Washington and elsewhere on these vital 
structures. They are not the ant-like in- 
sects that eat only wood. They are the 
crawling, smirking, deceiving social and 
economic TERMites that are constantly bor- 


ing, heartlessly and deliberately, into the 
supports of American institutions. 


Like the wood-eating termites, these de- 
vourers of liberties and human rights thrive 
in the darkness of their own purposes. They 
do not advertise their motives. They tunnel 
beneath the surface of public confidence, 
reducing the inner fibers of free institu- 
tions to shapeless ashes, while leaving the 
outer structure with the false appearance 
of being whole.

PEST CONTROL LAW PROVEN EF- 
FECTIVE: Recently R. W. Broadsman, of 
6111 Gorham Street, Bell, Calif., was tried 
in Judge Kinney’s court, Pasadena, for 
doing termite control work WITHOUT a 
state license. Mr. Broadsman pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to 30 days in jail and a 
cash fine of $50.00. On a plea of leniency 
for first offense, the Judge held to the 30 
days in jail, but reduced the fine to $10.00 
and then placed the defendant on a two- 
year probation. This was the first case of 
its kind, and the law was found to be very 
effective. You may NOW look for results. 
It is your privilege and for your protection 
to list with the Structural Pest Control 
Board all non-licensed operators that you 
find doing insect-pest control.
